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An attempt will be made to have the military commit- 
tees of Congress strike out of the bill of the Secretary of 
War those clauses which provide for the reorganization 
of the artillery, :.nd to have the entire question of ar- 
tillery changes made a separate bill and introduced at a 
later date. There is little reason to think that this will 
be objection to this, and as the needs of the artillery are 
most urgent and more clearly seen by Congressmen, we 
hope that it will be accomplished. 





The Secretary of War has transmitted to the House 
a statement from Brig. Gen. John M. Wilson, Chief of 
Engineers, U. S. A., giving the name and place of resi- 
dence of each civilian engineer employed between July 
1, 1898, and June 30, 1899, on work for the improve- 
ment of rivers and harbors. The statement also gives 
location of work, time of employment and compensation 
paid. It shows that 147 civilian engineers were em- 
pleyed, at a compensation ranging from $90 to $300 a 
month.

The Military Order of the Loyal Legion appears to 
have passed its zenith so far as the membership of those 
who actually served in the Rebellion is concerned. There 
was during the quarter ending Jan. 31, a net loss of 35 
in this class and a net gain of 15 in the class who enter 
by succession. The gain in members of the first-class by 
inheritance was 13, and in the second class 17, In the 
third-class there was a loss of one. This makes a net 
loss in the whole order of exactly one, the total mem- 
bership of the order now being 9,046. 


Oliver Cromwell seems just now to be the most popu- 
lar historieal personage of the day. The “Century” 
and “Seribner’s Magazine” have serial papers upon his 
life, and, not to be behindhand, the March “St. Nich- 
olas” contains the “Story of Cromwell’s Opportunity,” 
by Elbridge S. Brooks. The “St. Nicholas” has also a 
chapter from the “Boyhood of the Conqueror,” William 
of Normandy, a “historical sketch” of “the Royal Cham- 
pion of England,” whose last appearance was at the 
coronation of George IV., and an article upon the “Pres- 
ent and Future of the Automobile,” which shows the 
rapid progress in popularity of the new vehicle. 








When the time comes to replace the Regular troops 
in the Philippines by other forces competent to pre- 
serve order, it may be that the plan proposed by Gen- 
eral Lawton will be tried. We are told that his idea 
was to create a force of native police, whose officers, at 
firat in all grades, and finally, as conditions improve, in 
the upper grades alone, should be Americans. Some 
such force as this is now successfully employed in Cuba 
by General Wood under the title of Rural Police. Gen- 
eral Lawton himself had made successful use of Mac- 
cabebes as scouts, as has General Young in his chase of 
Aguinaldo in Northern Luzon. 


We have already had occasion to refer to the valuable 
services rendered by Maj. Thomas W. Symons, Corps 
of Engineers, U. 8. A.. in connection with the canal sur- 
vey in the State of New York. That their value is un- 
derstood and appreciated is shown by the letter ad- 
dressed to the Secretary of War by the Governor of 
New York, which appears alsewhere. No man is more 
competent than Governor Roosevelt to judge of good 
work, and it is a pleasure to find him so cordial and un- 
reserved in his praise. The work that Maj. Symons has 
done is an honor to his corps, as well as to the officer 
whose unselfish devotion to duty is thus recognized. 











Capt. George C. Reiter, U. S. N., is general inspector 
connected with the battleship Wisconsin at the Union 
Iron Works, San Francisco, Cal., and will probably as- 
sume command of the ship as soon as she is commis- 
sioned for sea service. The Wisconsin is of the same 
type and class as the Kearsarge, Kentucky, Alabama 
and Tilinois. The ship has not been tested under steam 
in free route as yet, but it is the intention of the con- 
tractors to complete the engine work by the 1st of May 
next. Strong efforts are being made to have one of the 
proposed new battleships laid down at the Norfolk Navy 
Yard, but Naval opinion is adverse to the project, it 
being regarded as the best public policy to foster out- 
side yards, the Government appearing only in the light 
of a strong competitor, building a ship at long intervals 
in a Government yard. 





In confirmation of what we have said with reference to 
the unnecessary hardships imposed upon the widows and 
families of officers by the management of the Pension 
Bureau is the following article we find in “Town Top- 
ies:” “Capt. William E. Shipp, of the 10th Cav., was 
killed at Santiago while serving on General Wood’s 
staff. He was a distinguished graduate of West Point 
and had won credit in fighting the Indians. It is over 
a year and a half since his death, but his widow has not 
yet received the pension that should have been paid her 
from July 1, 1898, and she is now put to the trouble and 
expense of journeying, with her two children, from Ral- 
eigh, N. C., to Washington to plead for justice from the 
War Department. I ask Secretary Root to put this mat- 
ter right at once and to telegraph to Mrs. Shipp the ar- 
rears due to her.”

The estate of James Young has been obliged to ap- 
peal to Congress to obtain payment for the use of Camp 
Meade, Pa., which is the property of the estate. It was 
selected as the most eligible site for the camp by a com- 
mission appointed by the War Department. The heirs 
of the estate very reluctantly gave way to the Govern- 
ment on an agreement that they should be paid a fair 
rental and .any losses that might occur te the crops, 
the property being very much improved and consisting 
of the finest tier of farms in the State. The whole 
amount due the Young estate, as determined by a Board 
of Survey appointed by the commanding officer of the 
2d Army Corps, was $16,823.45, of which amount $6,- 
439.65 has been paid, leaving the balance of $10,383.80 
still due, which has been stopped by the Auditor of the 
War Department on the ground that it needs legislation 
authorizing its payment. A bill, S. 3191, has therefore 
been introduced for the relief of the estate and has been 
favorably reported by the Senate Committee on Mili- 
tary Affairs and by Secretary Root.

As has been predicted in the Army and Navy Journal 
the Secretary of War has decided to order part of the 
Regular Army home from the Philippine Islands. In fact, 
orders have already been issued to Genera! Otis directing 
him to select a battalion each of the 23d, the 18th and the 
14th Inf. and send them, early next May, back to the 
United States. Affairs in the Philippines have recently 
assumed such a better aspect that it is not considered nec- 
essary to maintain such a strong force of Regulars 
there. These three regiments, it will be remembered, were 
among the first troops to be sent to the Philippines. It 
will be the policy of the War Department to relieve the 
troops from service in the islands in the same order in 
which they were ordered there. What battalions will be 
selected has not yet been determined upon, but it is safe 
to state in no case will the third battalion be chosen. This 
battalion was organized after arrival in Manila, and con- 
isisted for the most part of recruits. There is little doubt 
but that other troops of the Regular Army will be ordered 
home some time next summer. The 20th Inf. will surely 
he among the first to come. It has heen intimated that 
General Otis will also return some time in the summer, 
as he has served his full tour of arduous duty 
in the tropics. The Administratjon is generally satisfied 
with the manner in which General Otis has conducted the 
campaigns in the Philippine Archipelago, and his promo- 
tion to the grade of Major General. upon the retirement 
of General Merritt in June. will be a deserving reward 
for his long and faithful services in Manila.

A correspondent of the “Army and Navy Gazette.” 
W. J. Jeffery. writing Tan. 24, called attention to the 
fact that a very serious error in the sighting of the Lee- 
Metford and Lee-Enfield rifles has been discovered. and 
the Government factories at Enfield are working night 
and day, and Sundays as well, turning out new pattern 
sights with the V’s, through which the aim is taken, eut 
so as to correct the error. With the rifles hitherto is- 
sned it was impossible to hit a target the width of a 
man’s body at any distance between 200 and 800 yards, 
if aim was taken straight at the center. Some scien- 
tifie individual connected with the War Office deter- 
mined that as the bullet drifts slightly to the left of the 
point of aim at 1,000 yards, it was desirable to place 
the harley-corn of the foresight considerably to the left 
of the center of the barrel. The result is that out of 
hundreds of thousands of magazine rifles made only a 
few are capable of hitting a man at any distance between 
2 and 800 yards. The few rifles that do happen to 
shoot straight are generally found to have faulty wood 
foreparts, the warping of which has counteracted the 
faulty sighting of the barrel. To hit the head of a man 
at 300 yards it is necessary with the government rifle 
to aim about 15 inches to the left, and at 500 yards 
about 25 inches. Mr. Jeffery says: “I have no hesita- 
tion, as a rifle maker and expert shot, in saying that 
had our troops been armed with straight-shooting rifles 
the effectiveness of their rifle fire would have been fully 
three times as great. Already an order for 250,000 new 
sights has been placed at Enfield. Many of these sights 
have been finished, and Inst week nearly all the rifles 
in the hands of the troops in this country were fitted 
with them, and large consignments are to be sent to 
South Africa to replace those on the weapons our troops 
are now using ont there.” Is it possible that the recent 
suecess of the English troops in South Africa is to be 
ascribed in part to a correction of this error in their 
sights for which, as Mr. Jeffery says, someone should be 
held responsible? 





The statement in the English papers that the Natal 
Mounted Rifles rode eighty-five miles in twelve consecu- 
tive hours, and the report of cavalry rides of sixty miles 
by detached cavalry within the hours of daylight, give 
an opportunity for a comparison with some of our own

achievements in this line. Eighty-four miles were ac- 
complished in 1891 by our cavalry under Capt. 8S. F. 
Fountain, U. 8. A., in eight hours, or a third less than 
that required by the Natal Rifles to cover one mile more. 
General Lawton, when a Captain in the Army, rode 125 
miles in twenty-six hours on one horse and brought out 
his mount in good condition. Four troopers of the 4th 
Cavalry in 1870 made 140 miles between Fort Harney 
and Fort Warner in twenty-two hours, twenty miles 
being through loose sand. At Fort Warner they rested 
one day, and returned to Harney on the same horses at 
the uniform rate of sixty miles a day. In 1879, in 
marching to the relief of Payne’s command, Genera! 
Wesley Merritt made 170 miles in sixty-six hours with 
four troops of cavalry and a battalion of infantry car- 
ried by mule teams over trails that were muddy and 
sandy by turns. Col. Theo. Ayrault Dodge, Capt., U. 
S. A., retired, who records these exploits, tells of a mai! 
earrier who, on one horse, a broncho, regularly made 
300 miles in sixty hours, and then, resting his mount for 
four days, made the return trip. Col. Dodge thinks that 
a comparison would show that there is not much differ 
ence between the records which HDnglish and American 
soldiers would register. He says that a composite picture 
made of 500 British and of 500 American troopers would 
show that the three lines which establish the “seat” of 
the rider are practically the same, and that upon this 
and the proper care of the horse depend largely the mat- 
ters of distance accomplished and speed maintained. 





For some reason the students of the Massachusetts In- 
stitute of Technology do not take kindly to military in- 
struction and on more than one occasion they have in- 
dulged in practices showing that they are in serious need 
of wholesome military discipline. Lieut. Hamilton, who 
is now on duty at “Tech,” as the students call it, hax 
been obliged to appeal to the faculty to sustain ‘his 
authority. A “Sun” despatch from Boston says: “The 
trouble began last October, when, on one occasion, the 
class hanged their drillmaster in effigy. After the close 
of the drill period and a week later, they locked him in 
the drill hall, and a locksmith was necessary to release 
him. Shortly after this, Lieut. Hamilton decided to 
give the class a written examination in military tactics, 
but the freshmen objected, and the presence of the sec 
retary of the faculty and several professors was neces 
sary before the insurgents went to work on the paper. 
All was quiet until about two weeks ago and then the 
class began to grow boisterous at drill and at the weekly 
lecture made such a disturbance that Lieut. Hamilton 
refused to lecture to them again during the term and 
called on the faculty to help him maintain discipline. 
The faculty took the matter under advisement. A meet- 
ing of the freshmen was held and about three 
hundred students attended. The president of the senior 
class, C. M. Lawrence, addressed the youngsters and 
told them that the upper classes were disgusted with 
their conduct. Then the boys felt sorry and a number 
of resolutions were introduced, to the effect that the 
freshmen regretted the trouble they had caused and 
asked leave to have the lectures on military science re- 
sumed. So many resolutions were introduced that a 
committee was appointed to select the most suitable 
set and present them to the class at a future meeting.” 
“Boys will be boys,” but when they behave like children 
a little of the old-fashioned discipline, such as the New 
England mothers of an earlier generation were accus- 
tomed to administer, would not be out of place. An in- 
terview with a stern parent in the woodshed might per- 
haps serve to teach them better manners. 





It is lamentable to observe the amount of foolish talk- 
ing done by some of our college professors who because 
of their much reading imagine that they represent the 
wisdom of their time. The latest candidate for a pre- 
mium on the display of a lack of common sense is Presi- 
dent David Starr Jordan, of the Leland Stanford, Jr. 
University of California. In a recent lecture he said: 
“I think war more than any other agency destroys the 
vitality of a nation. Take, for instance, the present 
British-Boer war. ‘The best representatives of both 
countries are now on the field of battle. War not only 
makes widows, but it prevents many marriages. I cer- 
tainly am of the opinion that war is a curse on any na 
tion, unless it is the result of a fight for freedom, Such 
a thing as carrying on war for the sake of encouraging 
imperialistic ideas will wreck, sooner of later, a nation 
that tries such a scheme.” This is apropos of a decla- 
ration that England is in her decadence, the evidence 
being found in the fact that she is engaged in a war 
which has resulted thus far in the killing of 1,677 Eng- 
lishmen. The last generation of Americans North and 
South submitted to a loss on the battlefield of a vastly 
larger percentage of its population without any sensi- 
ble diminution of the national vitality. Indeed, it is 
susceptible of demonstration that the immense progress the 
United States has made in the last three decades is the 
direct result of the stimulus the manhood of the natiot 
derived from its trying experienees in war. The Eng 
lish are going through a like experience, and, so far from 
being a prophecy of decadence, this experience is a hope 
ful sign for the future of England. When war slays it* 
thousands luxury and ease and the resulting decay of 
manhood slay their ten thousands. 

If the deterioration of France, which President Jot 
dan declares, is the result of war, how does he account 
for the vitality of Germany, of Russia and the United 
States, which during the past eighty years of the pre* 
ent century have been quite as much devoted to war! 
And if the loss of life in battle saps the vitality of * 
nation, what is to become of the Boers, on whose bebal! 
this Californian prophet declares his forebodings fo 
England? 
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SECRETARY ROOT’S ARMY BILL. 


The opposition among Army officers to the bill for the 
reorganization of the Army, as prepared by the Secretary 
of War, is gaining strength each day. Officers on duty 
in the War Department are nearly unanimously opposed 
o the main features of the bill and in many cases they 
ace using influence to prevent the proposed measure from 
ever becoming a law. Mr. Hull, the chairman of the 
House Committee on Military Affairs, seems to think that, 
notwithstanding all of this feeling against the bill, it will 
pass Congress this session. Inasmuch as the Army bill 
is an Administration measure it is believed by some that 
all of the Republican members will vote in its favor. 

l'rominent artillery officers, who are interested in see- 
ing the much needed relief given to their arm of the serv- 
ice, have been making an effort to have the part of the 
reorganization bill which applies to the artillery stricken 
out and an entirely separate measure introduced. It is ad- 
mitted by these officers that the sections of Mr. Root’s bill 
which apply to the artillery are admirable and would 
vive all of the reforms needed for the present. Itis feared, 
however, Owing to the great opposition which the reor- 
ganization bill as a whole is receiving it will be killed, and 
with it will go artillery hopes for improvement. Mr. Hull 
has agreed to intreduce a separate bill for the artillery in 
case it appears at a later date the bill in .ts entirely can- 
not be passed. ‘The artillery do not object to the artillery 
section of the Secretary’s bill in itself; indeed, we are 
authorized to state that it was prepared by a leading offi- 
cer of artillery upon the request of the Secretary of War. 

It has beem suggested, however, that the chief of artillery 
should be on the staff of the Major General commanding 
the Army. — 

From the outlook at the present time the bill will not 
come up for serious consideration in the Military Com- 
mittees for two weeks or more. Just what methods will 
be adopted by these committees to get expert opinions on 
the proposed measure has not yet been decided by either 
of the chairmen, but, in consideration of the great im- 
portance of the bill, it will be most carefully gone over 
section by section prior to any opinion being formed and 
a report made. Realizing the extreme necessity of Army 
reorganization this year both of the Military Committees 
will advocate the passage of the Army bill in some form. 
It may be that when the bill is reported it will be in such 
shape as to be nearly unrecognizable by those who drafted 
it, but it may be stated positively that it will be favorably 
reported in some such manner as to convey radical re- 
organization to the Regular Army. 

rom personal interviews with officers of the Army of 
large experience, and from letters on the matter received 
from other officers of equal knowledge in military affairs 
we learn that the most doubtful feature of the bill of the 
Secretary of War is the first section, which provides that 
in future every third promotion to the grade of Colonel, 
Lieutenant Colonel and Major shall be by selection from 
the next lower grade in the same arm. As stated ih our 
issue of Feb. 24, the Secretary believes that the section 
provides sufficient safeguards against selection by favor. 
Otticers of the service do not agree with Mr. Root in the 
matter and do not hesitate to express their dissent. They 
fear the power of influence, and point to the past experi- 
ences as an example. It is impossible to look into the fu- 
ture and say how much favoritism might be shown to 
various officers who have political influence, but judging 
by the past the prospect is not a hopeful one. Consid- 
ering the little importance attached to’ this section and 
the great opposition which it is receiving, it would seem to 
us advisable that it be stricken out. 

To See. 12 officers of the staff department seriously ob- 
ject on the ground that it would interfere with the suc- 
cessful and economical workings of the bureaus of the 
War Department. One officer, well versed in affairs of 
the Quartermasters Department, is of the opinion that 
Sec. 12 ig by far the most pernicious part of the bill. He 
says the duties now performed by the different depart- 
ments of the staff have been given to those departments 
because of the experiences of years, and if it was left to 
the President to change these duties at his discretion 
chiefs of departments who had influence would get certain 
duties assigned them which of right belong to a different 
department, but which would be of personal advantage to 
the officers desiring the change. Staff officers on duty in 
the War Department are hoping that the Military Com- 
mittees will call upon the bureau chiefs for hearings on 
the bill, Considering how greatly it will affect the staff 
it seems only right that these officers be given an oppor- 
unity to make suggestions, and to give opinions, on the 
proposed measure. If no intimation is given the depart- 
went chiefs that they will be called upon for hearings, it 
s their intention to request that a chance be given them. 

The Burnside bill, of which we have before spoken, 
radical as it was in some respects, did not venture upon 
an interfence with the principle of promotion by seniority, 
and the principal of selection has never found favor with 
ithe Army as a whole. It is sound enough in theory, but 
long experience has shown that it will not work in prac- 
live. It is impossible to relieve it of the suspicion that 
ittends the “pulls” of various sorts familiar to the Army, 
and the:e is ne tribunal for selection sufficiently impartial 
lo secure the confidence of the service. One of our cor- 
‘espondents says: 

“(leorge Eliot represents Theophrastus Such as saying 
of a man that he would have been wise if the circum- 
stances had been wholly otherwise. Promotion by selec- 
tion as a fixed rule in the United States Army is amen- 
able to the same criticism. 

“In a somewhat lessdegree the foregoing is also true of 
the proposed staff legislation. Details for temporary duty 
in the staff the Army has been for years quite familiar 
with. Nearly all of the staff work during our Indian wars 
War performed by line officers; during the campaigns of 


recent years in the West Indies and the Philippines aad 
in the organization and disbandment of the Volunteers 
for that service the staff work was mostly performed by 
line officers or civilians holding temporary Volunteer ap- 
pointments. 

“There is little doubt therefore that the staff work will 
be effectually performed by temporary details. So long, 
however, as there are trained officers of approved char- 
acter and service in the various staff corps there would be 
manifest injustice in overslaughing them by placing a 
man from the Army at large at the head of the corps and 
so denying to them the reward of an honorable ambition 
and long, faithful service. 

“The Army has never wholly escaped the contamination 
of political and personal influence. The gist of the ad- 
verse criticism of the proposed legislation named herein 
is that it would enact ‘pull’ into the law of the land, and 
tend to make of that arm of the Government whose glory 
is that it is national a partisan political machine, or what 
would be even worse, an organization of the creatures of 
powerful men, and so degrade the honorable uniform into 
mere livery. 

“This line of argument will probably be met by the as- 
sertion that the action of the proposed boards of examina- 
tion will prevent these evils. Inasmuch as: the officers 
promoted are not necessarily those who have best met the 
tests applied by the boards, but in each case that one of 
three officers whose names are submitted to the appoint- 
ing power is promoted whom, for any reason, not neces- 
saril y prof al, the President ch to appoint, the 
beneficial action of the boards may be dismissed as a 
negligible quantity. 

“Burke gave his ideal of a statesman as one who was 
able to change, but had the disposition to retain old and 
tried methods. We of the Army pray that our legis- 
lators, in making changes, will retain those methods that 
for a hundred years have made the Army national, not 
partisan, and have made the status of its officers such that 
a high-minded, free-born gentleman could honorably hold 
Ang 





Another officer says of the bill: “If it passes it will be 
the severest blow to our Army ever struck by politicians, 
as it breaks one long fostered safeguard, viz., promotion 
by seniority, which has made our Army what it has been ; 
and at the commencement of the Spanish-American war 
no army in the world had such a corps of officers, man 
for man. I say this deliberately, because it was the ad- 
mitted fact. ‘There is no use of talking about the safe- 
guards of boards in these matters. When the President 
has the selection, that selection must and will be made by 
him to satisfy the strongest political influence. It always 
has been so and always must be so from the very nature 
of the situation. Such a sudden and radical change in 
our Army system, which has been the outgrowth for 
years, ought not to be rushed through Congress as a 
political move; but it looks as though it might be, though 
such important measures usually command long consid- 
eration and an opportunity for a consensus of opinion of 
those affected to come before the committee.” 

Speaking of the staff features of the bill an officer: of 
the line says: “Think for a moment how a cavalry officer 
would handle the affairs at Watervliet Arsenal during his 
four years’ detail there; a place which it is hard work to 
properly fill from the officers of our Ordnance Corps, 
even after a life work in the specialties of the Ordnance 
Department. The detail of a cavalry officer for this po- 
sition would be none the less absurd than to change the 
professors of Cornell University or Harvard every four 
years—professor of mechanical engineering taking the 
department of Greek, or vice versa. This illustration 
concerning the cavalry officer taking charge of the great 
mechanical gun plant at Watervliet would apply equally 
to detailing any line officer for four years to botch and 
bungle the construction, transportation and supplying in 
the Quartermaster’s Department. The great cry recently 
raised against our staff departments is not justified. We 
have excellent staff departments, and in spite of the po- 
litical appointments from civil life injected therein at the 
commencement of the Spanish war, our staff business was 
wonderfully handled. 

“There was bungling, of course, but to so quickly and 
successfully organize and send an army to Cuba (a thing 
never thought of in our soldiering before), and the accom- 
plishments of that army in a few short weeks under cli- 
matic influences never before met, ought to give to our 
staff organizations, as well as our line, such credit that 
they would never be disturbed. It was a mistake to ever 
cast reflections upon our Army by an investigating board 
last year. 

“No, for heaveri’s sake, let our staff departments alone, 
and keep our safeguards of promotion by seniority ; keep 
the political- workings out of our professional establish- 
ment and the Army will very soon even overcome the ter- 
rible political shattering that this recent war has given it 
without any reorganization; it is well enough just as it 
is. The infantry have got their three-battalion organiza- 
tion, the cavalry and artillery have theirs, and let the 
Army stand at 65,00u men just as it does to-day. Muster 
out the thirty-five regiments of Volunteers just as quickly 
as possible. They were never needed, but now they are 
in the Philippines let them finish up their work.” 

It is clear that such a bill as this ought not to be made 
a party measure, and that the fullest opportunity should 
be given for a discussion of its features. The Abbe Huc 
tells of his experience in China where he was prostrated 
by a severe illness. The council of Chinese physicians 

called in had decided to subject their patient to the process 
of acupuncture, when one old doctor, looking over his 
horned spectacles, said: “Wait a moment. We know 
what is inside of a Chinaman, and know that acupuncture 
it all right for him; but how about this outside barbarian? 
Who knows what is inside of him?”

the tale. We commend the moral to civilians who seek 
to cure the diseases of the Army, Are they quite sure 
that they are sufficiently familiar with the constitution 
of the patient to prescribe for him intelligently? If not, 
they should leave his case to the operation of nature, re- 


membering the good old rule: “When you don’t know- 


what to do, do nothing.” We have been advising for many 
years that changes in our military and naval establish- 
ments when found necessary should be made by degrees, 
so that the services could accommodate themselves to 
them. 

Though the Burnside bill as a whole was defeated, 
many of its features have since been adopted, and what- 
ever there is of most value to the service in the Secre- 
tary’s carefully drawn bill should be preserved. So far 
as we differ from the Secretary it is because experience 
has made us very cautious about committing matters of 
promotion to fallable judgments. A better plan is to drop 
out men who do not come up to a prescribed standard. 
Favoritism is a source of bitterness and strife very de- 
moralizing to the Army, and it is impossible to eliminate 
it from any system of selection, certainly in this country 
where we have no man so lifted above political and per- 
sonal influence that he can be depended upon to render 
impartial judgment. It is possible to determine who is 
unfit; it is practically impossible to determine, certainly 
in a time of peace, who among the fit is most fit.

MAIL ITEMS FROM THE PHILIPPINES. 


A detachment of sixty picked men of the 383d Inf., 
mounted on ponies, and known in the north as the mos- 
quito fleet, under command of Lieuts. Lowe and La 
Pape, of that regiment, ran into a force of fifty natives 
entrenched in the mountains near Bengued Jan. 17. 
They routed the enemy and killed an insurgent Lieuten- 
ant and five men. There were no casualties on the 
American side. 

Ugly looks were thrown upon Lieut. Luciano Guiles, 
an insurgent officer, who with a party of prisoners was 
brought to Manila recently from Vigan by ist Sergt 
Primanesi, of the 3d Inf. Guiles was the officer in 
charge of Gillmore and other American prisoners, and 
who abandoned them in the mountains. He is accused 
of wanting to kill Leland Smith, of the Signal Corps, 
in the mountains of Cagayan because he was too sick to 
keep up. Some of the rescued American prisoners ree- 
ognized Guiles on the streets and it was a lucky thing for 
him that military discipline stood between him and their 
revenge. Smith belonged to this party and when he 
would lie down the other prisoners stopped with him. 
The Lieutenant threatened to kill him several times if 
he would not get up and walk and the poor fellow did 
the best he could to keep up. Finally the Lieutenant 
lost his temper and ordered him to be killed. This en- 
raged the American prisoners and they swore among 
themselves that they would defend their helpless comrade 
with their lives. The Lieutenant heard the grumbling 
among the prisoners and at once realized that the eight 
Americans might make it warm for him and his men if 
they attempted anything of that kind and he gave it up. 
His abuse of the sick man was continued, however, but 
he was more careful in his treatment after that. 


A correspondent from the “Southern line” in the Phil- 
ippines writes as follows: There wasn’t much turkey for 
the 47th Regiment last Christmas in the Philippines. 
Sunday, Dec. 24, the entire regiment was taken aboard 
caseoes from the transport Thomas out in the bay and 
landed at San Pedro Macati on the Pasig River, some 
miles east of Manila, The transfer began at 8 a. m, and 
by 7 p. m. Christmas eve the whole regiment was on 
shore. The orders received from Brigade General Kobbe 
were to the effect tha: Col. Howe, of the 47th, together 
with Majs, Anderson and Shipton, with eight compa- 
nies, should be ready to move at reveille Christmas 
morning. The troops were all astir long before day- 
break. At 6 a. m, four companies of the 3d Battalion 
leit San Pedro, two for Taguig and two for Pasig. ‘The 
latter were destined to hold the town while the 37th 
boys left. This outfit took the band, and the leader of 
the band is Sergt. Hill, an excellent cornetist. The mu- 
sic was greatly appreciated and one should have seen the 
faces of the colored fraternity across the river when they 
heard “Marching Through Georgia” and a “Hot Trme” 
correctly played. 

At San Pedro Macati the Ist Battalion and three 
companies of the 2d were to remain. At Pasig, after a 
most terrific struggle against the current, one of the 
tugs picked up two cascoes at Pasig City landing leaded 
with Co, L, of the 37th, in command of Maj. Oraig. 
They were to report to Calamba. The whole 37th Regi- 
ment, it was announced, would be located in the vicinity 
of Calamba and Los Banos. Cos. L and M, of that regi- 
ment, were at Los Banos with Maj. Boyd in command: 
Co. D at Taguig; A, BE and C Cos, at Calamba, and with 
K and F at Los Banos this completéd the lake force. 
Cos. G and E were on the north line, but were expected 
at any time, 
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at the river eutrauce from the lake and Lieut. M. M. 
Weeks, of Co. L, jumped aboard. is a son of Gen- 
eral Weeks, who was a passenger on the Thomas, 
General was late Quartermaster General at Washing- 
ton, retired. His son went to Manila to meet him, and 
has got bis battle scar to carry home, He was w 

at San Mateo with General Young's expedition of picked 
men. 

The men at Calamba can get a scrap most any time. 
To the north lie the two small towns of Santa Rosa and 
Mariqguina, ‘To the south the enemy is s en- 
trenched 1,100 yards away. ‘There are gomnvos or 
2,000 iusurgents gathered here, Christ morning, in 
the early dawn, forty men of E Co., under Lieut. J. A. 
Boyle, supported by the whole of Co. G, commanded by 
Lieut, LD. G. Spurgin, both from the 2ist Inf., made a 
reconnoisance toward the enemy's line and — a 
Filipino Gutpest, which left behind six dead, including a 
Japanese ollicer and one wounded. 

At Caiambu as headquarters are Col. Kline with four 
companies of the 21st Inf., Col, bullard with two »atta!- 
ions of the SVth Inf. und the whole 37th, minus twe 
colpunies, Among the officers in the 37th are Capt. 
Hiuxton, late of Keosevelt’s Rough Riders. 


The treacherousness of the Filipino andi thé vigilance 
with which the American soldiers have to watch every 
move of the natives hed an illustration durmg the San 
Vublo and Santa Cruz expedition in Southern Luzon. 
‘The force consisted of three companies of the 39th and 
three of the 37th Inf. in command of Maj. Cheatham. 
‘These took the field from Calamba, while  Co., of the 
Sith, left Los Banos to join Cheatham’s column on the 
road. ‘The route lay through the mountains, away from 
beaten roads, and was so rough that pack trains could 
uot follow. Even the soldiers, with no more than their 
light marching order equipments, could barely scale some 
of the places the path led over. The train kept up for a 
time and was then sent back. 

No large body of the enemy was encountered, yet there 
were foes around, This was proved to the satisfaction of 
stragglers who got out of sight of the main body of 
troops. ‘There were many of these, in spite of every ef- 
fort to keep the line closed up, ‘They did not realize the 
danger, and the way was so steep and rough it was only 
human to stop to rest. But what the officers, with all 
their authority could not do, a bolo man did with his 
little knife. He made the weary stragglers keep up with 
the procession, 

It was drawing on towards evening, when one of the 
men dropped behind. Hardly had the rear of the column 
got out of sight before he was attacked at close quarters 
by a half-naked savage. It was.only the work of a few 
seconds. The bolo flashed in the air and descended to- 
ward his head, but he caught it with his left hand and 
at the same time drew his bayonet with the right and 
drove it through his assailant. He killed the hombre, 
but his hand was split to the wrist. 


The Santa Mesa Soldiers’ Hospital, described by our 
Manila correspondent, is the subject of a laudatory arti- 
cle in the Manila “Freedom:” The feats of surgery 
that have been performed in the up-to-date operating de- 
partment has brought into prominence the clever sur- 
geons who are attached to the hospital staff. This 
department is under the direction of Maj. Tomason. 
Maj. Mosely, the commanding officer, is a thoroug: 
competent officer. He is assisted in his work by an able 
corps of pareicens, The staff consists of Dr, C. D. 
Lloyd, Dr. V. W. Palmer, Dr. L. Johnson, Dr. J. B. 
Hailwood, Dr. D. Dudley and Dr. 8, Frazier, 

In January there were 600 patients undergoing treat- 
ment there. The report for December shows S02 pa 
tients admitted and 745 returned to duty. 

Fifty lepers have been reported by the Sanitary Corps 
since they started into business, and they have all been 
sent to the Lazaretto. The number of lepers that have 
been at large since American occupation is daily decreas- 
ing, yet there are still wandering about the city and liv- 
ing in secluded quarters a ape number that it seems al- 
most impossible to reach, as they are hidden by relatives. 

A Chinese Sanitary Corps is doing mn? work in Ma- 
nila and a Chinese hospital has been built. The co-op- 
eration of the Chinese inhabitants in Manila has been a 
most pleasing experience for the health authorities, No 
svoper had the Consul and the leading men been ap- 
proached on the subject than they offered every assist- 
ance in their power. 





Lieut. Welsh, with a detachment of Co. M, of the 30th 
Inf., captured an outpost about three miles east of Santo 
Tomas Jan. .18 without firing a shot or alarming the 
main body of insurgents. On the same day Capt. ous, 
with Co. L, of the 39th, went to the relief of the pac 
train of the 30th Inf., about eight miles from Santo 
Tomas, and escorted the fifty exhausted men of the 
30th back through the country which was filled with 
elated insurgents who were rejoicing over the capture of 
the twenty ponies with provisions and supplies. They 
also brought back the two killed and three wounded men 
on bamboo litters. Lieuts. Smith and Shelton, scouting 
near Taman, on the road to Lipa, struck the enemy 
Jan. 20 and scattered them. A number of the enemy 
were killed and the balance either wounded or captured. 
General Bates congratulated the Colonel of the 39th on 
the work of the regiment since they took the field in the 
south around Santo Tomas, Taman and Alaminos. 





The part taken in the fight in the mountains near 
Montalban by the 29th Inf., Dec. 28, was one that se- 
cured the commendation of the officers in command of 
the expedition. Cos. A and I made the advance 
upon the enemy's front. The position was made almost 
impregnable by the rpendicular mountains almost 
1,500 feet high, which had to be climbed before the 
stronghold of the enemy was reached, The brush was 
so dense that clothes were torn from the soldiers’ backs. 
Almost all their hats were lost, and most of them were 
scratched and bleeding from contact with the _briars. 

Lieut. Holley was the first to reach the trenches with 
his men of Co. A. Lieut. Wells was almost exhausted, 
but no one gave up, and, when Maj. Johnston’s com- 
mand charged over the trenches, the enemy fled, after 
attempting to destroy all their papers and stores that 
they could not carry in their hurrried flight. 

A pot for melting lead off the fish nets, from which 
the enemy’s bullets were made, was discovered, and the 
original way of reloading their cartridges was thereby 
discovered. They would melt the lead over the bowl 
and allow the molten matter to drop into the cartridge in 
its rough state. All the shells found were useless. ey 
had been used so often that they fell to pieces and could 
not be used again. 

Lieut. Mumford left the trenches with two 
men to secure water. The men were in the advance and 
the Lieutenant was some distance behind them. He 
heard a noise in the woods and upon snvestignsing, be 
saw three rebels armed, crouching on the ground, e 
Liewtenant acted quickly, for he did not know how 
many of the enemy he might encounter. He had only 
his revolver and no time to call his men back to assist 
him. He emptied his revolver and every shot told. The 


three men were killed and their guns and equipments 
taken in charge. i 


The Manila “Freedom” thus describes the fight at 
Two companies of the 46th Inf. under Maj 


who were equipped with four field pieces and strongly 
entrenched about the town of Taal. By a clever move 
the Americans were upon the insurgents before they 
were aware that they had come within range. Having 


no time to fix sights, they commenced firing over 
the heads of the attacking party. 
A flanking made a detour and soon a terrific fire 


was being fine wey into the enemy’s flank, ‘hen the gun- 
boat that looked so uarmiless down in the Balayan cove 
woke up and the bursting of shells in the town added 
to the confusion of the insurgent troops, who were be- 
coming demoralized by the awful execution of the in- 
fantry at front and fiank. ‘The shells kept dropping in 
among them and gunners seemed to place their shots 
wherever they pleased. Abandoning their rifles, ammu- 
nition and outhts, the enemy took to the woods and the 
Americans took possession of the town, ‘The rebels 
managed to move one of their field pieces in the early 
part of the attack, but the rest of their heavy ordnance 
was abandoned, ‘the Americans had two men wounded. 
The rebel dead and wounded lay all about the field. 


When Gen. Schwan was operating south of Manila in 
January he heard that the rebels had massed to the 
number of 500 to 3,000 at Ma-jai-jai and the General re- 
solved to proceed at once against them. He advanced 
to a distance of 800 yards from the town and occupied 
the heights o; ite the town. He found* himself sepa- 
rated from the enemy's position apn apparently un- 
passable river with perpendicular es. ‘The town was 
thoroughly entrenched and the only road leading to it 
was swept for a mile by the insurgents’ fire. After a 
careful reconnoisance, Maj. Mulford, of the 39th Lnf., 
found a suitable crossing. He lowered his men by the 
aid of ropes and succeeded in securing a position on the 
enemy's flank. The enemy then withdrew and _ the 
American troops occupied the town. Langhorne’s Bat- 
talion was left to garrison it and the command proceed- 
ed toward Santa Cruz. Cheatham’s Battalion, of the 
37th Inf., while en route, struck a party of insurgents. 
He dispersed them, killing six and wounding many more. 
The capture of Ma-jai-jai was one of the cleverest pieces 
of work accomplished on the south line since the cam- 
paign commenced, ‘The strength of the position, ac- 
cording to the official report, cannot be exa, gerated. rr 

The very daring of the men seemed to take the spirit 
out of the insurgents. As man after man followed their 
brave commander down the rope there was a persistency 
in the movement that did not encourage the enemy be- 
hind the trenches to face a foe of that caliber. No sooner 
had Mulford completed the flank movement than they re- 
treated, leaving one of their best strongholds in the 
hands of the Americans. 


A Washington correspondent of the Chicago “Tribune” 
says: “The natives of the Visayas have not many guns, 
but a greater need of ammunition. A eurious trick has 
been discovered, which shows their rascally ingenuity. 
For a long time we heard of quantities of Japanese 
matches coming into Lloilo, and nobody could guess why 
so many millions should be received. Finally it was sug- 
gested that the heads of these matches made a good ex- 
plosive. Experiments were made here, and we found, by 
rubbing the compound from the stick, that a practically 
smokeless explosive was obtained, of higher power than 
black powder, giving a velocity so great that the lead bul- 
lets stripped but even entering sideways penetrated about 
five inches further into sand than was the case with black 
powder, the bullet entering point on.. As the rascally in- 
surgents slip out of what little uniforms they wear, hide 
their guns and bolos, and come in dressed in the usual 
white shirt and trousers as amigos, smiling and friendly, 
they could readily obtain all the matches they required for 
the next attack.” . 

As General Otis has reported no further operations 
since the departure of General Bates’s expedition to 
Southern Luzon to complete the scheme of opening the 
hemp ports, it may be taken for granted that the situation 
is satisfactory to the American commander in the Philip- 
pines. Kor weeks now the rebel opposition has not risen 
above guerilla warfare, a fact that indicates how thor- 
oughly General Otis has performed his task of breaking 
up the insurrection. 

An item in a Manila newspaper of January date shows 
how thoroughly the Island of Luzon is coming under 
our control. It told of the preparations being made by 
the Government to return the control of the Manila 
Dagupan Railroad to its owners. An account of rolling 
stock and other properties belonging to the line was 
taken preparatory to the transfer. 

A letter from Lieut. Hugh Williams, 33d Inf., to a 
friend in New Orleans is published by the “Picayune” 
to show the hardships our men have to endure in ad- 
ventures that get only a line of mention here and there 
in the press. he letter, which was written aboard the 
Spanish vessel Venus, and dated Jan. 5, 1900, says: 
“We were en route from San Jacinto north, when we 
heard firing, and with five companies left the column. 
We had a hard fight, and came to the rescue of two 
troops of the 3d Cavalry. We got on to the trail of Lieut. 
Gillmore and twenty-one men and followed it to Delores. 
There our men gave out. The Colonel called for volun- 
teers, and only seventy men were able to follow. Dec. 
16, or about, we rescued Gillmore and party, abandoned 
on an island in the Headhunters’ country. It was there 
that we discovered that our maps were not correct. It 
was impossible to go back, so we pushed forward, and 
for twenty days have been fighting our way to the sea. 
Christmas day we had wild sugar cane and cocoanuts. 
I eame through with Col. Hare, Capt. Burrowes, Gill- 
more, and two naval officers. We were taken aboard 
the Princeton. Our stomachs were so weak from poor 
nourishment that the good food we ate.aboard made us 
sick.” 

Advices from Iloilo, Island of Panay, P. I., show that 
much hard work has been done by our men in the Island 
of Panay. Genera] Hughes’s column, consisting of two 
battalions of the 19th Infantry, one battalion of 18th 
and one of the 26th, together with a detachment of 
Gordon’s Scouts and a mountain battery of the 6th Ar- 
tillery, traversed the entire distance across the island 
from Molo to Capiz, broke up in detachments of two 
or more companies each, the majority returning by dif- 
ferent routes to Iloilo, some of them having started out 
on Nov. 9, arriving at Iloilo on Dec. 28. It is estimated 
that the column traveled no fewer than four hundred 
miles over valley and mountain, enduring the severest 
hardships, and hel to subdue more than two dozen 
hostile towns on the way. 

At Capiz, the first battalion of the 19th embarked for 
the Island of Cebu, whence the 3d battalion of the same 
regiment had already gone, the 26th having returned 
to Jaro some days before, the 3d battalion of the 18th 
remaining at Capiz, the sick and exhausted being sent 
around to Iloilo by boat, while the 2d battalion of the 
19th spent Christmas among the mountains on their 
ovenene trip south to Iloilo, where they arrived, weary 
and sore.

At the Surgeon General's office it is stated that there 
are no evidences in the reports which reach there of 
any inerease over the normal proportion of insanity in so 
large an Army serving in the field. The hard life, the 
unnatural surroundings, the —— absence from 
family and friends, etc., are always apt to develop any 
latent tendency to derangement ‘of mind. There are 
some homesick men, also, who sham insanity for the 
sake of being sent home.

ENGLISH SURGEONS IN THE FIBLD. 

Sir William MacCormac, president of the Royal Col- 
lege of Surgeons, who volunteered for service in South 
Africa, sends to the “Lancet” a most interesting account 
of his experiences and observations.

GENERAL CORBIN’S REPLY. 

Adjt. Gen. Corbin, in anticipation of the reply of the 
War Department to the resolution adopted by the Senate 
calling for his complete military record, has addressed the 
following letter to Senator Davis, of Minnesota : 

Dear Sir.—My attention has been called to certain 
newspaper reports purporting to set forth extracts from 
a “memorial” that is said to have been transmitted te 
you, which are in the nature of charges affecting my 
record as an officer of the Army. 

So far as these statements or any others may be de- 
serving of consideration or attention, I desire to place 
myself at your command in aiding you to make a search- 
ing examination of my record as a soldier, with a view to 
ascertaining all the truth, and | wish to say in all earnest- 
ness if a search reveals to you a suggestion of unworthi- 
ness I will close the discussion so far as I am concerned 
by — — you to present my resignation from the 
service to the President. ; : . 

I believe in disposing of radical evils with quick reme- 
dies, and, so far as lies in my power, this rule is followed 
in the administration of the Adjutant General's Depart- 
ment, and IL shall not shrink from having the same rule 
applied to my own Case. 

t is my duty as Adjutant General of the Army to af- 
ford you and through you the Congress all facilities for 
full and complete information on any question affecting 
the efficiency of the military service in part or in whole. 

I have the honor to | you herewith an official copy 
of General Orders No. 6, Headquarters birst Separate Di- 
vision, Army of the Cumberland, dated March 14, 1865, 
promulgating the proceedings and findings of the general 
court-martial resuliing from trial on all allegations ; and 
your especial attention is invited to the unusual expres- 
sion of the court in its findings, to wit: “Most honorably 
acquit.” That the court was composed of officers of ex- 
perience and high character goes w thout saying, and that 
its proceedings, findings and approval were in all re- 
spects regular and lawful has never been questioned, 

Your attention is also invited to a copy of the official 
report (inclosed pete | of the engagements of the 
Fourteenth United States Colored Infantry, in and about 
Decatur, Ala., during the latter part of the month of 
October, 1864 (printed in Vol. 39, Part L., pp. 714 to 716 
of the Records of the Union and Confederate Armies, War 
of the Rebellion), which report is signed by the officer 
who later preferred the charges upon which I was tried, 
one of which related to that time and place. 

I feel confident that to one of your long experience as a 
public officer, and your high sense of justice, the official 
records herewith brought to your attention will not per- 
mit you to be misled nor to accept as truthful the state- 
ments which are reported to be contained in the “me- 
morial” referred to. 

If, however, you desire to make further examination 
into my record, I will gladly give you any assistance in 
facilitating an examination of the records made day by 
day, from the time when, as a lad of nineteen, I left my 
father’s farm in Southern Ohio and entered the Volunteer 
Army. I am now closing my thirty-eighth year of con- 
tinuous service—a service, modest though it has been, I 
claim to have been honest and faithful. 

My service in the Volunteer Army covered nearly four 
years, having in that time held commissions of six grades, 
from Second Lieutenant to and including that of Colonel, 
with brevet of Brigadier General, from all of which I 
was honorably discharged. Not only this, but General 
Grant, while Secretary of War ad interim (two years 
after the trial herein discussed had been of record in the 
War Department), conferred upon me by authority of the 
President, two brevets, one of Major for gallant and 
meritorious conduct in the battle of Decatur, Ala., and 
another of Lieutenant Colonel for like service in the bat- 
tle of Nashville (copies of which are inclosed), covering 
the exact dates set forth in the specifications to the 
charges tried. 

Following my discharge from the Volunteer service, I 
was appointed a Second Lieutenant in the Regular Army, 
and in July, 1866, was appointed a Captain in one of the 
new regiments, and, so far as I am aware, without the 
solicitation of any influence outside of the military serv- 
ice. I had been an officer of the Army more than fourteen 
years before I had the honor of the personal acquaintance 
of any member of Congress or any one else in touch with 
the authorities in Washington. 

My first ten years in the Regular Army were spent with 
my company in the then remote Western States and Ter- 
ritories of Kansas. Colorado, New Mexico, Arizona and 
Texas, having in that time marched in different *—* 
tions against hostile Indians and changes of station from 
Fort Riley, Kan. (the Western terminal of the railroads 
leading to the West), to Fort Brown, at the mouth of the 
Rio Grande, the distance traversed and the difficulties of 
this service being fully understood only by those who have 
had the experience. During all these ten years I was never 
absent from duty for a single day from any cause what- 
ever. I served fourteen years as a Captain of infantry 
and in the Adjutant General’s Department, nine years in 
the grade of Major, seven years in the grade of Lieutenant 
Colonel. and two years in the grade of Colonel, and at the 
time ef my appointment as Adjutant General was the

LATEST FROM MANILA. 


Persons who have traveled extensively in the interior 
of Luzon recently report that the rebel plan at present 
is to make as extensive a guerrilla warfare as possible 
rather than concentrate in one place for a show of or- 


ganized resistance. The leaders and the tribal chiefs 
have come to the conclusion that it would be futile to 
continue to make organized —- to the American 
arms. The loyalty of the heads of the municipalities is 
counted on to render this plan of operations successfu!. 
It will prove an easy matter for them to assist in sus- 
taining in the field small bands of guerrillas without 
laying themselves open to the suspicion of the American 
authorities. As soon as the rainy season opens the guer- 
rilla warfare will be commenced in many parts of the 
island at the same time. This is expected to have less 
effect upon the natives, who are impressed only by 4 
large display of military power than upon the American 

ple, who the rebel leaders imagine can be cajoled 
into believing that a formidable insurrection is proceed- 
ing in the ppines, The ramifications of a secret s0- 
ciety of the insurgents are said to be extensive and to 
embrace in the membership many of the municipal au- 
thorities who have been installed in office by the Ameri- 
eans. The center of this society is in Manila, where the 
chief business of the members is to inform the rebels 
in the field of coming American plans. 

The expedition of General Bates to Southern Luzon 
was not unattended with casualties. The force was 
made up of the 40th and 45th Regiments, making « 
total of 2,300 men. They occupied Nueva Caceres. 
Province of South Camarines, and Daet, in North 
Camarines and Libmana, together with the neighboring 
small towns. At one place the rebels made a stand, 
killing two Americans, one of whom was Lieut. John 
B. Galleher, 40th Inf. 

The insurgents around Legaspi and Albay, Province 
of South Camarines, are harassing the Americans 
nightly. Foreigners doing business at Legaspi are living 
on ships in the harbor or in the American barracks. 

Lieut. Edgar F. Koehler, of the 9th Inf., was shot in 
the abdomen and killed recently at a village six miles 
north of Tarlac, half way between Manila and Lingayen 
Gulf, where he went in search of some hidden rifles. A 
Filipino, promising to produce the rifles, led him into an 
ambush away from his command. The soldiers in re- 
venge burned the village and killed twenty-four of the 


Filipinos. 

Boston “Globe” publishes a cable dispatch from 
Manila which says that Capt. John Bordman, Jr.. 26th 
Inf.. was acquitted by the court martial, and Capt. Fre: 
McDonald, 26th Inf., was acquitted on all points but 
one. The officers were tried for their part in the execu- 
tion of Pedro Gargenero. a notorious bandit, capture! 
last year. In Capt. McDonald’s case he was held io 
have disobeyed orders in not immediately taking his 
command to Miagao from Guimbal at the time he had 
heen commanded to take charge at the former town. 
Capt. McDonald was sentenced by the court to be repri- 
manded by General Hughes and to be reduced to the 
foot of the list of Captains in the regiment. The verdict 
of the court in McDonald’s case, however. was disap- 
proved by General Hughes, the reviewing officer, on the 
ground that the prevalence of smallpox at Miagao was 
a sufficfent cause for his retaining his command at Guim- 
bal until he should receive further orders. 

_The transport Sheridan sailed March 6 for San Fran- 
cisco with 120 soldiers and convicts and twenty insane 
soldiers. 

Col. Anderson, with the 38th Inf., employing the in- 
surgents’ own tactics, ambushed the rebels near Batan 
gas, killing twenty-four insurgents, wounding thirty, and 
eapturing several. Some arms and ammunition also 
were captured. 

Mail reports from Manila just received by the War 
Department show that the plague there has been econ- 
fined almost wholly to the Chinese. From Dee. 27 to 
Jan. 20 there were 14 cases, with 11 deaths. On _. 
24 two more cases wete reported. both Chinamen. Gen- 
eral Otis has established a special sanitary departme™t 
for the purpose of combating leprosy, as well as the 
plague. The San Lazaro Hospital is being used as 1 
nesthouse. Maj. Brown, of the Medical Department. 
is making every effort to stamp ont the disease. Gen- 
eral Otis has been urged by the Medical Department to 
establish a municipal laboratory. 

Cable advices received at the War Denartment from 
General Otis show that the health of the soldiers is 
gradually improving. ‘The number of sick in the hos- 
nitals of Manila and Corregidor Island has been re- 
duced, that is, from 2,435 to 1,581, since Jan. 19. Mili-

GENERAL MORGAN'S EXPLANATION. 


In a letter addressed to the New York “Tribune,” T. 
J. Morgan, late Colonel 14th U. 8S. C. L, and Brevet 
Brigadier General, U. 8. Vols., who is now at the head 
of the Baptist Home Mission Society, with an office in 
New York, says: “In October, 1863, by direction of the 
Secretary of War I began at Gallatin, Tenn., the or- 


ganization of the 14th U. 8. Colored Infantry. I had 

the rank of Lieutenant Colonel and H. C. Corbin was 

associated with me as Major. When I was promoted as 

Colonel of the 14th Maj. Corbin was made Lieutenant 

Colonel. reglin him devolved chiefly the work of drill- 
i 





ing the ment, which he did very successfully, bring- 
ing it to a high state of efficiency in the manual of arms 
and in the execution of company and battalion move- 
ments, The ent was in battle four times—at Dal- 
ton, Ga.; Tenn., and Decatur, Ala., under my 
own personal command, and at Nashville, Tenn., under 
that of Lieut. Col. Corbin. 

“At the decisive battle at Nashville, Tenn., Dec. 14 
and 15, 1 I had the honor of, opening the t on 
the extreme left of our line with an improvised division 
consisting of a small brigade of white troops, comprisi 
fragments, I think, of three regiments under command o 
Lieut. Col. Charles H. Grosvenor, now a member of 
Con s; a brigade of colored troops under command 
of Col. (now General) W. R. Shafter, comprising his own 
regiment, the 17th U. 8. Colored Infantry; the 44th U. 
S. Colored Infantry, under Col. L. Johnson; the 14th 
U. 8. Colored Infantry, under Lieut. Col. Corbin; a frag- 
ment of the 18th U. 8. Colored —æ* under Maj. 
Joy, and a section of the 20th Indiana ttery, under 
command of Capt. Osborn, I think. We were hotly en- 
gaged during both days of the fight, and received great 
praise from both General Steedman, my immediate com- 
mander, and General George H. Thomas, on whose joint 
recommendations I was made a Brevet Bri er n- 
eral. Col. Shafter and Col. Grosvenor acquitted them- 
selves with great credit, Shafter showing special activ- 
ity and courage, and suffering the loss of many of ‘his 
men. I was not with Lieut. Col. Corbin during the 
fighting, but officers who were reported to me after the 
battle wags ended that he had betrayed such cowardice 
as to excite the ridicule of both officers and men, I spoke 
to him about it, and he at once tendered me his resigna- 
tion, su uently, however, withdrawing it. 

“In my official report of the battle I said that I thought 
Lieut. Col. Corbin did not have the courage requisite to 
command brave men. Many years afterward, when the 
Rebellion Records were about to be published, I was 
urged to expunge that sentence before the report was 
published. is I declined to do on two grounds—first, 
because I did not feel at liberty to alter the records, be- 
lieving that such action on my part and on that of other 
officers would naturally tend to destroy their historical 
accuracy and value; and, second because subsequent 
events closely connected with my report and my own 
record would be without proper explanation. 

“I preferred charges against Lieut. Col. Corbin based 
upon the information I had received and believed to 
be correct, and on these charges he was brought to trial 
by a court martial, which, however, acquitted him. 

“Subsequently he united with others and preferred 
charges against me, on which I was brought to trial. 
The findings of the court martial were set aside. I was 
xiven the command of a brigade by the personal act of 
General Thomas, was subsequently promoted by the 
President as Brevet Brigadier General, and was con- 
firmed by the Senate. In August, 1865, the war being 
over, I left the service; Lieut. Col. Corbin became Colo- 
nel of the regiment, and, if I mistake not, he has re- 
mained continuously in the Army from that time to the 
present, a period of nearly thirty-five years. 

“I regret that any one has seen fit to bring up this 
matter, for I am of the opinion that the Nashville inci- 
dent ought not at this time to have weight in determin- 
ing the question as to whether the Adjutant General of 
the Army should be made Major General. Corbin and 
I were at that time both very young Volunteer officers, 
with but little experience in either life or service, and it 
seems to me that neither his act as a soldier nor mine 
as a commanding officer ought to be judged by the se- 
vere military standard of the Regular Army. Y believed 
at that time that Col. Corbin had betrayed cowardiee, so 
reported, and felt it my duty to court martial him, but 
the judgment of the court did not sustain me, and the in- 
cident should be regarded as closed. 

“The question whether the Adjutant General of the 
Army should be a Major General is one to be determined 
by experts, and I do not feel called upon at the present 
time to pass any opinion upon it.”

Tam , Mr. Editor, for taking up so much of your 
space on matter. Were it not for the fact that Reg- 
ular Army officers have taken the matter up in print and 
have written you letters and have ca them to be 
published, in which they say rather uncomplimentary 
things of me, I should not have paid any further atten- 
tion to it. The Army and Navy Journal has also seen 
fit to spread the matter and give it wide publication.

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Lieut. Comdr. C. E. Collahan has been selected by the 
Secretary of the Navy as commandant of cadets at the 
Naval Academy, to succeed Comdr. Charles T. Hutchins, 
acting superintendent, who is to be relieved when Comdr. 
Richard Wainwright assumes charge on the 15th of this 
month. Mr. Collahan is at present on duty in the Bureau 
of Navigation in the Navy Department, and was selected 
for the responsible position on account of his well recog- 
nized ability and high attainments. This office is one of 
the most important in the Academy, and ranks next to 
that of superintendent. Comdr. Hutchins will be assigned 
to temporary duty in Washington and later be given some 
desirable sea detail. 








A bill has been introduced in Congress providing for 
an increase in the number of commissary officers. 
This bill, which provides for an additional 
Colonel, Lieutenant Colonel and four Majors, has 
been prepared by the Secretary of War upon the urgent 
request of General Weston. As we have before stated, 
the Subsistence Department is sadly in need of officers 
of the regular establishment for service in the Philip- 
pine Islands. This fact, General Weston has shown in 
a most forcible manner to the Secretary and in conse- 
quence the bill has been prepared. [t is the intention and 
purpose of the bill to promote those officers now serving 
in the Commissary Department and to fill the vacancies 
created by such promotions by selection from the junior 
officers of the line. Maj. Edward B, Dravo has been as- 
signed to duty as the Chief Commissary of the Depart- 
ment of the Pacific and 8th Army Corps. Maj. O. M. 
Smith, who recently held this. position, has been retired 
after thirty years’ active service. Maj. D. L. Brainard, 
the first incumbent, has been ordered from San Francisco 
to Washington for duty in the office of the Acting Com- 
missary General of Subsistence.

The House Committee on Naval Affairs has discussed 
at its meetings during the past week the important matter 
of armor plate. There is a great difference of opinion 
among the members of the committee as to what price 
should be paid by the Government for this plate, and it 
seems more than likely, at the present time, a clause wil! 
be inserted in the approprifition bill providing for the es- 
tablishment of a Govermment armor plate factory. A 
resolution introduced by Mr. Mudd to notify armor plate 
companies of the committee’s opinion that the price de- 
manded by them for Krupp armor—$545 a ton—is extor 
tionate, was agreed to by the committee at its meeting on 
March 6. The Carnegie and the Bethlehem Steel Com- 
panies have been requested by the committee to send rep- 
resentatives to Washington to explain why the armor can- 
not be sold to the Gevernment for a lower price and stil! 
give the companies a fair margin of profit. These two 
companies furnish practically all of the armor plate for 
the Navy, and it is stated thev have agreed not to lower 
the price, but to continue at the old figure of $545 a ton. 
The matter of armor plate is all that is at present retard- 
ing the naval appropriation bill. It is not now believed 
that this bill will be introduced prior to the end of next 
week. 


The Springfield “Republican” says: Congress is al- 
ready absorbed in the multitude of other and newer 
problems which the war brought to the surface, and Sec- 
retary Root’s recommendations regarding Army reorgani- 
zation are likely to be put aside. The value of the talk 
which, Lieut. Col. Curtis Guild, Jr., made before the 
local Sons of the Revolution last evening, lies in the por- 
tion which sets forth the amazing deficiencies in our 
Army, which his experience during the progress of the 
Spanish War impressed upon~his attention, Let the 
reader digest these statements: “At the outbreak of the 
Spanish American War there were just 22 trained offi- 
cers in the Commissary Department. Twenty-two 
trained men were all that Congress had provided to care 
for the food of over 200,000 men in all the hurry and 
emergencies of war, You cannot train a c mmissary in 
a week. There were but 57 Quartermasters to buy and 
issue supplies and load trains and steamers, There were 
but seven trained inspectors in the whole Army of the 
United States. ‘There was no Transportation Depart- 
ment.” Army reorganization, the product of intelligent 
study of what other nations are doing, ought to be in- 
sisted upon by the people. 


The need of the Army Medical Department for addi- 
tional officers is most urgent. Shortly after the present 
Congress convened the Surgeon General, upon the request 
of the Secretary of War, prepared a bill providing for an 
additional number gf Regular medical officers. This bil! 
has never been introduced, for it had been the intention of 
the Secretary to embody it in his reorganization measure. 
but he later decided to Wave it introduced as a separate 
bill. General Sternberg states that at present there are 
not sufficient officers in ‘the Medical Department to su: 
cessfully care for the Army in the Philippine Islands. A 
board consisting of Maj. William R. Hall, Surg., U. 8. A. 
Maj. and Surg. William J. Wakeman, Maj. Guy Edie ani 
Capt. Fred R. Reynolds has been appointed to meet in the 
Philippine Islands to examine certain Acting Assistant 
Surgeotis for the position of Assistant Surgeon in the 
Regular establishment. Although there are only nine va 
cancies in the Medical Department there are over fifty ap- 
plications on file in the office of the Surgeon General from 
contract doctors in the Philipnine Islands alone. ‘These 
vacancies will be filled entirely by selection from these 
applicants.

Secretary Long’s instructions for the examination of 
this year’s final graduating class of naval cadets on 
the stations where they are now attached, instead of 
ordering the entire class to Annapolis, as is customary, 
will work unusual hardships on some of those who may 
have been too much engaged to study, and may serious- 
ly affect their class standing. The six-year men begin 
to arrive at Annapolis two months previous to the ex- 
amination, and they do a great deal of “boning,” as hard 
study is called by the cadets, to prepare for the ex- 
amination.

There are still no less than sixteen Acting Surgeons 
of the various grades in the Navy, and it is difficnlt to 
see in what way their services can be dispensed with. 
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THE EYESIGHT OF THE SOLDIDR. 


Strong representations are being made in England in 
favor of having the standard of eyesight raised in the 
Army. In the days of Brown Bess or even of the later 
muzzle-loading rifle the standard of te-day might have 
answered well enough, but it is pointed out that at the 
present day with long-range firearms the recruit’s mini- 
mum is insufficient, The British soldier on enlistment is 
required to possess as a minimum vision equal in power 
to one-quarter of normal vision. He is required to be 
able to see distinctly, with each eye separately, Snellen’s 
dots of 1-inch diameter at a distamece of ten feet. This 
dot reading is equivalent to seeing a 3-foot bull’s-eye tar- 
get at a distance of 600 yards. In comiparison with the 
standard of normal! vision, a person who had simply the 
minimum power of vision required of the British recruit 
would be regarded as short-sighted to a certain extent. 
Such a person wouid not have very clear vision of minute 
objects beyond two or three feet in distaricé, nor be able 
to discern a man on foot at over 400 yards distance or a 
man on horseback beyond 700 yards. 

It by no means follows that the minimum standard 
represents the average visual standard of the rank and 
file, for probably the vast majority of soldiers enjoy 
greatly superior eyesight to this. Still there is little 
doubt that there are men enlisted with no better eyesight 
than the absolute mimimum, In the matter of the com- 
missioned officers, the present requiremetts are generally 
regarded as ample, though some wish to make the mini- 
mum tests more siringént. It is not too much to say that 
a British officer may be admitted with vision similar to 
the minimum standard required of recruits. Inquiry of 
oculists brings us the information that normal vision 
means an ability to recognize a man’s face at about 40 
vards, to discern his presence at a distance of from 1,000 
to 1,200 yards and at over 2,000 yards if on horseback. 

The question of vision for signalmen is quite another 
matter, With such men the quickness of vision means 
he faculty of clearly seeing and distinguishing the nu- 
merous rapidly succeeding impressions made on the ret- 
ina of the eye and this requires that each impression be 
sharply and quickly defined and then rapidly fade away, 
so that the next succeeding impression may undergo the 
same process and so forth till the end of the signal. ‘This 
‘ase of fading away is an important factor, for if one im- 
nession be fixed and then takes too long to fade away, 
the next succeeding impression becomes blended with it 
ind confusion results, An idea of the quickness of vision 
required of a signalman may be formed from the fact 
that in order to read twelve werds a minute in the Morse 
ystem the retina of the eye has to receive and distin- 
cuish slightly more than 200 impressions a minute. Only 
15 per cent. of the men selected for the signal branch of 
the British service possess the requisite degree of quick- 
ness of vision. In the early stages of instruction slow- 
ness of vision is not especially noticeable, but as the sig- 
vals become more rapid the eyes appear to be unequal to 
the task required of them. ‘To test the quickness of vis- 
on of the men to be chosen for signaling an instrument 
has been invented, called the aerial graphoscope. 

It has been suggested that glasses be worn in the 
British Army as is in Continental armies, especially in 
he French, where a considerable degree of short-sighted- 
ess is tolerated, It may be remembered that one of the 
reports on Capt. Dreyfus stated that he was on the 
whole a good officer, but was very short-sighted. In the 
German Army the officers, particularly of the scientific 
branehes, freely indulge in glasses and not infrequently 
classes may be seen in the ranks, It is urged against the 
use of glasses that in frontier wars a proper supply of 
vlasses might be wanting and then the wearers would be- 
come comparatively inefficient. Another argument against 
their use is that rainy, foggy or sandy conditions of 
weather would make the glasses of little use. 

The superiority in riffe fire which is claimed to-day for 
the Boers probably comes from the increased poWér of 


vision given to his eye by his life in the open country. 
The British soldier being largely drawn from those whu 
live in the restricted quarters of the United Kingdom, 
has his vision narrowed by the horizon of his environ- 
ment, especially in the case of those whé live in the 
cities and whose horizon is limited by the big’ building 
across the way. This has been found toe be true when 
comparisons have been made im the far West. ‘Those 
who have lived on the great prairies and the mountains 
where the eye is continually trained from morning till 
night in distinguishing objects at a gréat distance have a 
range of vision not possessed by the tired denizen of the 
city, just as the ear of the scout trained to catch the 
delicate sounds that travel along the earth's surface is 
more acute than the hearing’ of those whose auditory 
nerves have been dulled by the roar of cities. Perhaps, 
too, the Boer’s dislike for intellectual pursuit may add to 
his availability as the man behind the sight, for in the 
New York “Medieal Journal” Dr. Peter A. Callan, dis- 
cussing the influence of school life on vision, makes it 
plain that as a nation advances intellectually the eye- 
sight gets weaker. Germany, the country of students 
and scholars,be calls the “land of myopia.”.. xamina- 
tions of school children’s eyes in the United States have 
given startling results. Beginning in the peasant school, 
the near-sightedness was found to be 1 per cent. This 
gradually increased in the towns and larger cities until 
in certain classes in the university as high as 75 per 
cent, of the students were nearsighted. In the College 
of the Gity of New York, 50 per cent. of myopia was 
found in some classes, ‘The elongation of the eyeball 
causes near-sightedness. Confinement and excessive neat 
work cause this elongation. ‘“Near-sightedness,” says 
Dr. Callan, “is a disease of civilization, It does not exist 
among barbarous or savage people. It is due to the abuse 
of the eye.” In the light of such scientific statements it 
does not require much imagination to pieture the leaders 
of thought in the year 2000, the poets and philosophers, 
as totally blind. Homer and Milton may be only the in- 
dividual forerunners of a whole class. 


FORTIFYING THE ISTHMUS CANAL. 


Many of our newspapers oppose the ratification of the 
Hay-Pauncefote treaty for the alleged reason that an 
unfortified canal would be at the mercy of the British 
fleet. Well, if it were fortified, what would happen? Of 
course the superior fleets of Great Britain would block- 
ade both ends of the canal and starve the United States 
garrisons into surrendéring just as the superior naval 
strength of the United States starved out the Spanish 
garrison in Havana. Guantanamo, Manzanillo, Cien- 
fuegos, etc., and San Juan, in Puerto Rico, were as thor- 
oughly fortified as they could be with years of prepara- 
tion, and the resources at the command of the Spanish 
Government, but all the garrisons; im their elaborately 
forlified towns, were easily capturcd efter afaint-hearted 
defence of Santiago by its famished garrison. The his- 
tory of the Cuban campaign would be repeated if the 
United States should an isthmian canal and un- 
dertake to h it against the vastly superior navy of 
Great Britain. It is the duty of the Government of 
the United States to build a Navy superior in fighting 
strength to the fleets Great Britain cain spare to attack 
an isthmian canal or anything else in charge of the 
United States. If the United States possessed such a 
fleet the canal would not be attacked. A powerful Navy 
will be a perfect assurance that the Monroe doctrine will 
be thoroughly respected by Great Britain and every 
other power. Without such a Navy the United Stutes 
will be forever dependent upon and cowering before the 
superior naval: force of Great Britain. 

We must also cower before the French navy and in 
the course of a few years will have to get down before 
the German navy and also the Russian navy. 

The United States should build the: Nicaragua Canal 
and fortify it. But it should be fortified with a su- 
perior Navy, which the United States is abundantly able 
to construct. Adniiral Déwey, of course, gives expres- 
sion to the correct idea when he says fortify the canal 
by constructing battleships. All naval men know that 
the Admiral understands perfectly what he is willing 
to give his professional opinion on.. We will need forti- 
fied coaling stations and navai bases, but they will fall 
into the hands of an enemy if they are not defended by 
a superior navy. We might defend to a great extent 
the absolute passage of the canal, by a wise distribution 
of secret torpedo firing, stations on either bank, also 
erecting others at either entrance of the cand@l, so situ- 
ated as to send the deadly torpedoes on their work of 
destruction after the enemy’s ships, before they could 
reach any strictly advantageous position of offence 
against the canal entrances. All this of course supple- 
mented by submarine mines. These defences will not 
be necessary, as long as our fleets are of sufficient 
strength to hold the enemy off, bat would make an ex- 
cellent supplementary defence, in case of accident to our 
fleets in either ocean. Fortifications on the land could 
not be of any use, for existence presupposes the utter 
uselessness of the canal for éur own vessels. If we have 
enough warships to be able to keep the canal open for 
use in time of war, it will be axiomatic that our fleet 
must be superior to the enemy’s, and; if so, it follows 
that fortifieations would be useless. Being 
with a superior Navy is investing in insurance aga 
war. 
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The Ordnanee Department of the Army has recently 
sent to Manila a number of shells leaded with the new 
high explosive, thorite. This explosive will be givén a 
thorough test in actual operation against the enemy. A 
test was recently held at Indian Head proving grounds, 
which was very successful. 
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NAVAL TRAINING SHIPS.

in commission next month. Owing to the fact that 
enlisted strength of the Navy is so far short of that 
allowed by law, it will be the policy of the Department 


abroad, as training ships for new and raw recruits. At 
the present time there are six ships employed in this 
service, and it is certain that sonie additional ones will 
be added in the near future. The Buffalo is under- 
going repairs at the New York Navy Yard and will 
probably not be ready to be placed into commission 
prior to the 15th of April. She is well adapted for 
training purposes, being fitted with three-pole masts, ana 
it is the intention to have her fore equipped with yards 
and rigging put up forward for light sails. This will 
provide the means for giving the landsman some ex- 
perience in the management of sdils and some uppor- 
tunity for work aloft. 

The present system inthe Navy of taking green lands- 
men and putting them through a course of training 
to assigning them to warships engaged in 
service has proven to be of the greatest benefit to 
service. At present ships of the Navy are used as 
ing vessels, but the Secretary of the Navy will 
Congress to pass a bill this session providing for a 
tain number of composite-built sailing vessels to be 
for the purpose of training seamen. The enlisted strength 
of the Navy is now 2,000 short of the number allowed 
by law. This number will be greatly lessened by drafts 
which will soon be made from the training ships, and 
it is hoped that before the end of next summer the full 
quota may be obtained. In the fiiture there will be no 
difficulty in Keeping the Navy at its full strength by 
means of the training ships. 
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THE FRIARS QUESTION IN LUZON, 


There is increasing evidence that the religious question 
will figure to a large extent in the pacification of the 
Filipinos. The native hostility to the friars seems 
to be deep-rooted. Perhaps this, even more than dreams 
of democratic government, was behind the revolt against 
Spanish domination. The visit of the papal delegate, 
Archbishop Chapelle, has been the occasion of a very 
pronounced expression of opinion on the subject by the 
native Catholics. On Jan, 23 the Archbishop addressed 
the Filipino clergy, but failed to give any definite prom- 
ise regarding the future of the friars. At the conclusion 
of the address the Filipino priests and the people present 
joined in the common cry of “Out with the friars,” 
When General Otis appeared on the scene he was greet- 
ed with fies of “Viva la’ América” and “Viva General 
Otis.” 

Commenting on this incident, the Manila “Freedom” 
of Jan, 25 sid: 

“The demonstration which took place at the reception 
tendered Archbishop Chapelle must have carried home 
to the Archbishop, if he had failed to realise it 
the assurance of the deep-rooted aversion toward” 
friars which is felt by all classes of Filipines. It 
no difference at all whether the friars as men are good, 
bad or indifferent. The people reject them and they 
have no more right to attempt to thrust themselves in 
than the Methodists in the United States have te insist 
on members of their sect filling all Protestant pulpits. 
They have no right, and will not succeed, for the decla- 
ration of the Military Governor destroys al! hope of Gov- 
ernment support other than that protection which is. ac- 
corded all law-abiding citizens without distinction, This 
means that the special privilege enjoyed by the clergy, 
which exempts them from action of the civil courts; ex- 
cept as regards felonies, will not be retainéd by them un- 
der American rule, but that they will bé ds amenable 
to the law for all their acts as the humblest citizen, The 
people are convinced that the rule of the friats is at an 
end, It now only remains for the mcnastic orders to 
bew to the inevitable and accept their defeat with as 
good a grace as possible.” 

A correspondent of thé New York “Hvening Post” 
from Manila says: “Of late, the monastic orders have 
been keeping very quiet. They appear to have been 
closely watching the course of events, and preparing for 
anything that might come, either for or against 
Meantime, I am quite convinced that the able and 
Dominican, Archbishép Nozaleda, who held 
Governor Generals between his thumb and ‘fingér, 
them as instruments of his will and wishes, 
an influence with and over General Otis which that 
tute gentleman does not realize, and at which he 
scoff if charged with it. America may, perhaps, 
what she will with the political demands of these 
but unless I be greatly deceived in what seems to 
wholly reliable information, it would be the part of, 
least, wisdom and sound judgment to give due beed 
their religious demands. ‘Abajo los frailes’ (Down 
the friars) has already been used as a Filipino 
ery.” 

The Catholic church in the United States has had a 
healthy and rapid growth without receiving any special 
privileges except such &s are accorded to all religious de- 
nominations in exemption from taxation. The Catlidlic 
church in the Philippines should have equal privileges; 
but no greater ones. Its rights of property, whatever 
they may be found to be, must necessarily be respected. 
Our constitation expressly provides that Congress shall 
make no law respecting an establishment of religion, or 
prohibiting the free exercise thereof gerber a eon 
be deprived of property without due process of law.

THE REVENUE CUTTER NUNIVAK. 

A report dated Dec, 20, 1899, has been received from 
Lieut. Cantwell, the commander of the revenue cutter 
Nunivak, which went last year to explore the inland 
waters of Alaska and to enforce law and order on the 
Yukon. The Nunivak is wintering in the Dali river, a 
branch of the kukon, several hundred mises trom St. 
Michaels, only a iittle south of tue Arctic Uircie. ‘Tne 
coal supply-of the vessel was low us early as Vec, 1, 
and the crew of eight men were set to work chopping 
wood to keep the crew from freezing. ‘he wood bau 
to be dragged a mile througa the snow to the saip, and 
before Dec. 20 most of the crew had vecome muunous, 
and it was only by the utmost force of personai autnor- 
ity that the officers were abie to keep tem at work. 
‘Lne region around the Nunivak is uuinnabited except 
by a few natives, aud the only Man wrought out tls 
winter was by a dog team dowu we iukon. Tne tem- 
perature was very iow throughout Novewber and Ve- 
cember. During the third week of Vecember We mer- 
cury was 56 degrees below zero, and tae commander of 
the vessel froze his face and hands badiy. wood chop- 
ping had to be suspended for a tew days and the tuel 
supply got dangerously iow. ‘The mercury iu the engine 
room was 24 degrees and even in we re room, where 
three cords of wood per day were beimg burned, the 
temperature was at freezing poimt. ‘Lhe last part of 
Lieut. Cantwell’s report was written with a pen and 
thawed ink, for the reason that tne mbbon on tae type- 
writer freze and made it impossivie to operate the ma- 
chine. The Nunivak performed vaiuavie service i

THE PHOEBE AND THE BSSPX. 


Binghamton, N. Y., Feb, 22, 1900. 
To the Editor of the Army and Navy Journal: 

I was reading to-day in an old volume of “The War” 
of Jaly 26, 1814, an daceount of Capt. David Porter's 
fight with the English men-of-war Cherub and Phoebe, 
in which appears the following letter from Capt. David 
Porter, giving an incident which dees not generally ap- 
péar in this connection. Possibly it may be of interest to

New York, July 13, 1814. 
Sir: These are some facts relating to our enemy, and 
although not with the action, serve to show 
his perfidy and should be known. On Comdr. Hillyar’s 
arrival at Valparaiso, he ran the Phoebe close alongside 
of the Mssex, and inquired politely after my health, ob- 
serving that his ship was cleared tor action and his men 
for boarding. I observed: “Sir, if you, by acci- 
dent, get aboard of me, I assure you that great confusion 
will take place; l am p to receive you, but shall 
only act on the defensive.” He observed, coolly and in- 
differently: “Qh, sir, I have no such intentions.” At 
this instant his ship took aback on my starboard bow, 
her yards nearly locking with those of the Mssex. 1 
called all hands to board the enemy, and in an instant my 
crew were ready to spring on his deck. Comdr. Hillyar 
exclaimed, with great agitation: “I had no intention of 
coming so near you; I am sorry I came so near you. 
His ship fell of with his jibboom over my deck; her 
bows exposed to my broadside, her stern to the fire of 
the Essex Junior, her crew in the greatest confusion ; and 
in fifteen minutes I could have taken or destroyed her. 
After he had brought his ship to anchor, Comdr. Hillyar 
and Capt. Tucker, of the Cherub, visited me on shore, 
when I asked him if he intended to respect the neutrality 
of the port. “Sir,” said he, “you have paid such respect 
to the neutrality of this port that I feel myself bound, 
in honor, to do the same.”

How much Hillyar’s “honor bound” him the fight later 
demonstrated. - 





CAPTAIN CONCAS ANSWERED. 


‘To the Editor of the Army and Navy Journal: 
Referring to quotations from a series of war notes by 
Capt. Concas, of the Infanta Maria Teresa, appearing 
in your issue of March 3, I desire to show the unrelia- 
bility of that officer’s criticism of the treatment of the 


Spanish Naval prisoners. 

In the first place he accuses the men in charge of the 
small boats of the auxiliary steamers which took the 
Spanish prisoners from the beach to the warships of 
filching from these unfortunates whatever articles of 
value they had about them. ‘The prisoners mentioned 
were the survivors of the Maria Teresa and the Oquendo 
and were taken on board the U. S. S. Harvard. Every 
small boat of the Harvard, aided by the steam launch 
of the Gloucester was used to bring the prisoners on 
board, the men manning these boats working contin- 
uously from four in the afternoon until ten at night. 
Every landing was made through the surf and the ma- 
jority of the Spanish were so weak from exhaustion 
und hunger as to necessitate their being carried from 
the shore to the boats. Twelve men, more dead than 
alive, were rescued from the burning ships. Over forty 
wounded men were carried on board and the surgeons 
of the Harvard, with their assistants and many volun- 
teers, worked all night in relieving their distress. Of 
the 637 men brought on board, not ten of them had a 
coat on their backs, but nearly every man carried in a 
bag gold or silver, which their officers had distributed 
among them when their ships were beached. This 
money they carried to Portsmouth with them. Many 
of them had also saved from their effects enough to- 
bacco and cigarette paper to satisfy their immediate 
wants. 

This Capt. Concas, in speaking of the treatment the 
prisoners received on the Harvard, says: “Unfortun- 
ately the garrison of this ship did not consist of Regu- 
lar troops, but of semi-savage Volunteers from the State 
of Massachusetts, without discipline or training, and 
with all the drawbacks and dangers of new troops of 
that nature, who have an idea that to be a soldier 
means to commit brutalities, especially when they can 
do so without danger.” 

The Massachusetts troops on board evidently referred 
to were a squad in charge of a Lieutenant and Commis- 
sary, who were on board to see after the unloading of 
stores for their regiment, and who assisted the marines 
for a few days only in guarding the prisoners. The 
ship was principally manned by eighty Naval Reserves 
from Illinois, the Engineer Department being com 
of men who had originally served on the ship when 
in the passenger service. At Guantanamo the number 
of prisoners was increased to 1,003, the new arrivals 
being from the Cristobal Colon, the ‘Terror and the Plu- 
ton. These men had most of their clothing, but the gar- 
ments were in such a filthy condition that the Captain 
ordered them thrown overboard. - 

Passing over the mutiny that occurred on the night 
of July 3, in which several of the prisoners were killed, 
due in the first place to their refusing to obey orders and 
next either to a panic among them or a desire to 
seize the ship, let us see how the prisoners fared on 
their trip north. : 

The officers were paroled and given staterooms in the 
first cabin, eating in the ward room. The men were 
quartered in the steerage, the staterooms on two decks 
being at the disposal of the petty officers, bed clothin 
being furnished from the ship's stores. Over §2, 
worth of underwear, white working suits, shoes, * 
and tobacco were given them. Their mess was the 
same as that of the crew of the ship, and consisted of 
soups, fresh meat, fresh bread, coffee. a 

The Spaniards were suffering from the swamp dis- 
ease, many of.them having worked in the tre at 
Santiago, and their condition was lamentable. The 
surgeons, apothecary and hospital apprentices of the 
Harvard gave them all the medical attention possible, 
and probably saved many lives. There were two Span- 
ish surgeons on board, but they rarely visited the sick, 


and did not give them any medical care whatever, al- 
though the surgeons of the Harvard placed everything 
at their disposal should they desire to assist them. In 


fact, the Spanish officers enjoyed themselves as far as 
possible, giving their men no thought whatever. On one 
occasion, while the Americans were sole 
one of the Spanish dead, stricken down by , the 
Spanish officers assembled in the saloon while one of 
their number rmed on their piano. 

It was providential that such ships as the St. Louis 
and the Harvard were on hand to take the Spanish 
north, otherwise some Army transport would have been

THE NAVAL ACADEMY. 


Annapolis, Md., March 6. 

The cadets, in training for the shell crew, are now do- 
ing gymnasium work of various kinds, chiefly running 
and pulling in the rowing machine, and in the tank, in 
the natatorium, where, in a pair-oared boat, the cadets, 
two at a time, are taught the stroke. The space is lim- 
ited in the tank, and this is quite a detriment to the train- 
ing. On fair days, Fr. Ten Eyck, their trainer, gets the 
shells out on the Severn. Three times this season the 
cadets were out—once in a barge and twice in a shell. 


Besides, this the cadets have the benefit of some pair- 
oared gigs. ‘The cadets, at the training table, are: First 
Classmen—Timmons, captain; Winston, manager; Gan- 
non, Hellweg, and Tomb. Second Classmen—Bertholf, 
Enochs, Foote, Howe, Whitlock, Williams, McCommon 
and Richardson.

MEAT DISTRIBUTION AT MANILA. 


Comy. Gen. Weston hag received from Capt. C. R. 
Krauthoff, stationed at Manila, in charge of the Com- 
missary Department, a report on the method of supply- 
ing the Army in the Philippines with fresh beef and mut- 
ton. The report says that fresh beef and mutton for use 
of the troops has been purchased under various conditions. 
The first cargo came from Australia the latter part of 
August, 1898, and lasted until about April, 1899. After 
this cargo was exhausted the United States Navy supply 
ship Culgoa furnished the Army with frozen beef and 
mutton for a short period, when another cargo was pur- 
chased by the Army and brought to Manila on the Duke 
of Westminster. After this cargo was used up the Army 
again received its supply from the Navy supply ship Gla- 
cier, which arrived at Manila about July 16, 1899, with 
a cargo of fresh beef and mutton. After this supply was 
exhausted the Australian ship Maori King came into the 
harbor with a cargo of frozen beef and mutton. This 
boat was delayed, and for a short period the supply was 
very limited. 

After consulting with Admiral Watson as to the supply 
on hand, General Otis approved a contract by which the 
cargo of the Maori Kang, seven hundred and fifty pounds, 
was purchased at 7 cents per pound, with no demurrage 
charges until after December 3. This cargo was not ex- 
hausted by that date, and Admiral Watson permitted 
the remainder of the cargo to be transferred to the U. S. 
Navy supply ship Culgoa. The cargo transferred to the 
Culgoa has been exhausted, and the Army is again re- 
ceiving its supply from the U. 8. Navy supply ship Gla- 
cier. 

Organizations received instructions to send their esti- 
mates for the quantity of fresh meat before 12 o'clock 
preceding the morning of issue. This was to prevent tak- 
ing too much meat off the ship. The estimates and the 
amount required for sale are consolidated and the quan- 
tity is drawn by the sergeant in charge of the fresh meat 
issues. "The meat is taken off the ship in the afternoon 
and stored in a lorcha, a large closed barge similar to a 
canal boat. ‘The meat is closely packed, then covered 
with several paulins, and the lorcha closed up. This 
lorcha is towed from the ship to the storehouses on the 
Pasig River, and the issues are made from the lorcha— 
this to prevent rehandling. 

Troops stationed in the city and vicinity draw their 

fresh meat directly from the depot and transport it to 
their barracks or camps by wagons, one-horse carts, bull 
carts, etc. The issues commence at 6 o'clock in the 
morning, and they get their supply before the sun is too 
warm. ‘Troops stationed on the Pasig River and Laguna 
de Bay are supplied by ane on a launch which leaves 
Manila every other day. The quarters are packed on the 
launch, | marked for the organization intended, and 
acked so that the first to be delivered is put on first. 
“he whole is covered by a paulin, and the f reaches 
its destination hard frozen and in good order. In this 
manner troops at San Pedro Macati, Pasig, Calamba and 
Los Banos receive their supply. Another launch makes 
a daily trip to Bacoor and Paranaque on the south lines. 
The fresh meat is sent in the same manner as up the 
l’asig. At Bacoor transportation meets the boat and 
takes the fresh meat for the troops stationed at Imus and 
on the Zapote River. The troops and hospital at Corre- 
gidor Island also receive their meat by launch, which 
makes daily trips. 

The greatest means of supplying troops is the Manila & 
Dagupan Railroad, operated by the Quartermaster’s De- 
partment. There is a train leaving Manila every morn- 
ing at 9 o’clock, arriving at ope about 6 o'clock 
p.m. There is a regiment stationed at points along and 
near the railroad from Calumpit to Manila. This i- 
ment draws its fresh meat and cuts it up for different de- 
tachments and companies and distributes it from a car as 
the train stops at the different stations. In addition, this 
depot has two cars which go up every morning. One is 
for fresh meat and one is for fresh bread. ese cars 
carry supplies for troops at ** and transportation 
meets the train and receives the fresh meat or mutton 
for the troops stationed at uingua, Baliuag, etc.. 
Baliuag being about fourteen miles from Malolos. At 
Calumpit fresh meat is reshipped by launch to Macabebe, 
San Luis, Candaba and Arayat. 

At San Fernando there is a depot, and a shipment is 
made to the commissary at that point, who issues fresh 
meat to all the organizations in the vicinity. A similar 
depot is at Angeles, where shipments are made to the 
commissary for distribution to troops stationed there and 
in the vicinity. Fresh beef is also shipped to Orani by 
launch, and arrives there is good shape. An experiment 
was made by sending fresh meat to San Mateo, and the 
commissary reports that it arrived in good shape 
and would have kept fifteen hours longer. A shipment 
of fresh beef was made to Bocave on the railroad and re- 
—* to Norzagaray by wagon transportation. It ar- 
rived there in a frozen condition. Troops at Dagupan and 
vicinity and troops along the railroad and points off the 
road are supplied with fresh beef from a refrigerator car 
built by the Quartermaster’s Department. e meat 
keeps in excellent condition until exhausted. This car is 
sent back on the day the last beef is taken out, and on 
that night is restocked with beef and ice and sent up on 
the 9 o'clock a. m. train, so that the troops are without

LOCATION FOR A NAVAL MAGAZINE. 

After much difficulty the board of naval officers, of 
which Capt. Henry O. Taylor, U. 8. N., is president, has 
finally succeeded in securing a site for a naval maga- 
zine on Yona Island, New York, famous for its 
Sunday school excursions. It is in the Hudson River, 
just above Peekskill, and well away from habitations 
and highways, whose proximity to other sites — 
has made them unavailable. The West Shore ilroad, 
whose tracks run near the island, made no objection to 
the location of a magazine there. The boafd tried to se- 
cure an island in New York Harbor or a place on the 
Jersey shore of the Bay, but found that this could not be 
done. Sites along the west shore of the Hudson opposite 
upper New York, were well situated, but the refusal 
of property owners to sell and the existence of a State 
law against the location of places for the storage of ex- 
plosives within a prescribed distance of a public high- 
way operated to prevent the accomplishment of the 
board’s purpose. The report shows the board to be en- 
thusiastic in favor of Iona Island. It is described as 
well situated for naval purposes and for the purposes of 
safety. Authority for the purchase of this property is 
required from the State of New York, and in reg 
to a request from Governor Roosevelt a bill to cede juris- 
diction to the United States has been put upon its pas- 
sage. In his message the Governor * ‘If there is 
one branch of the national public service which should 
be kept at the very highest point of efficiency, it is the 
Navy; and if there is one State which more than any 
other is peculiarly interested in the Navy, it is New 
York State. As part of the American nation, New York 
has always done its share in upholding the Navy, and 
now that it is called upon to act in its capacity as a 
State, I earnestly hope that it will comply with the re- 
quest of Secretary Long.”

MAJOR SYMONS’S WORK PRAISED.

Executive Chamber, Albany, Feb 26, 1900. 

Hon. Elihu Root, Secretary of War, Washington, D. C. 

Sir:-—Pursuant to authority granted by your depart- 
ment a year ago. Maj. Thomas W. Symons, U. 8. En- 
gineers, has acted as one of the Canal Committee of five 
appointed by me to draw up a report on the future canal 
policy of the State of New York. It would be impossi- 
ble to overestimate the importance of this work, or the 
importance of the part played therein by Maj. Symons. 
The report of the committee is a public document of the 
highest value, and the members of, the committee have 
been unanimous in assuring me that their work would 
have been altogether impossible, at least in the shape 
it actually took, had it not been for the invaluable serv- 
ice of Maj. Symons. Ruskin somewhere points out that 
where work is done for the fee, it is rare indeed to find 
it really well done, because all really great work, all 
work which makes the whole community a debtor, is 
done by some man to whom the work itself is the reward 
and the doing of it the fee. Such has emphatically been 
the case with this work of Maj. Symons. For ten 
months he gave his spare time to the service of the 
State of New York without any reward whatsoever, 
performing a task which probably could not have been 
performed at all by any other man, and which, if paid 
for, would have cost the State many thousands of dol- 
lars. The only reward he can be given is the hearty 
recognition of his disinterested and public-spirited labor. 
I therefore write you to say with all possible earnestness 
and sincerity. on behalf of the people of the State of 
New York that at least we most deeply a ate 
his services and cordially thank both Maj. Symons 
himself and the War Department, through whose cour- 
tesy Maj. Symons was permitted to serve on the com- 
mittee. May I have your permission to make this letter

DECISIONS OF THE COMPTROLLER. 


The Comptroller has decided against the claim of 
A. Paymr. John Irwin, Jr., for commutation of quar- 
ters for December, 1899, at Havana, Cuba, on the 
ground that there were “no suitable and healthy gov- 
ernment quarters for assignment” at said station. 

Capt. Chas. D. Palmer, A. Q. M., has, through the 
Quartermaster General of the Army, requested that he 
may be informed relative to the interpretation placed 
upon circular N. 48, A. G. O., Oct. 5, 1899, in which 
special reference is made to the requirement that every 
bonded officer of the Quartermaster’s Department who 
hereafter files a new bond will close his account under 
his former bond and open a new account under his new 


bond. The Comptroller replies that an officer should un- 
der no —B transfer any unexpended balance 
under his old bond to himself under the new bond; but 
should deposit it in some United States designated de- 
pository, taking credit for the same in his final ac- 
counts under his old bond. His finad accounts should 
be immediately closed and forwarded, the same as the 
regular quarterly accounts, 

The Comptrolier of the Treasury has recently been re- 
quested to render a decision upon the pay of officers 
prior to muster when grade is changed. e has ren- 
dered a general decision that under the act of July 7. 
1898, which applies to such cases, the right of an offi- 
cer or enlisted man to pay and allowances, and the rate 
of compensation he is entitled to receive must be deter- 
mined by the grade which he held during the period 
from the day on which he had his name “enrolled for 
service in the Volunteer Army and joined for duty there- 
in after having been called for by the Governor on the 
authority of the President,” and that his pay would be 
affected by any proper change in his grade during the 
neriod between the date he joined for duty after having 
heen enrolled for service and the date of his muster into 
service in the same 2 as it — be affected by a 
like change after muster into service. 

The Camptroller has held that an Acting Assistant 
Surgeon who traveled from the place of annulment of 
his contract to a place other than that where it was 
made is entitled to mileage only so far as the travel ac- 
tually made was in a direct line toward the latter place, 
and that he is not entitled to mileage for travel not ac- 
tually performed. 

In _— for extra pay made by officers of Volunteer 
regiments organized under the act of March 2, 1899, the 
Comptroller is of the opinion that the provisions of Sec- 
tion 14, act of April 22, 1898, are applicable to the Vol- 
unteer regiments organized under the above act and that 
officers of such Volunteer regiments discharged by di- 
rection of the President on the adverse report of a 
board of officers, as provided in said section, are en- 
titled to the one month’s pay and allowances as pro- 
vided in said act. 

In the matter of the claim of Geo. H. Washburn for 
extra pay a8 Paymaster’s Clerk, in the temporary force 
of the Navy for the war with Spain, the Comptroller has 
held that his case comes under the rule that a discharge 
granted for the convenience of the person concerned does 
not come within the meaning of the acts granting extra 
pay on discharge, and hence the claim is disallowed.

General Wilson looks 
upon Cuba as an excellent place for the investment of 
capital and is quoted as saying that if he were a young 
man of twenty-five with some capital he would look upon 
Cuba very farorably.

HARBOR OF HONOLULU. 

The harbor of Henolulu is so crowded with shipping 
that Comdr, J. T. Merry, U. 8. N., Commandant of the 
Naval Station in Honolulu, has been authorized to per- 
mit vessels to discharge their cargoes at the Government 
wharf, ** this yee 4 ere he pavement 
uses. nh a report da eb. . Merry “4 
“There are now seventeen bat ng awaiting 
an opportunity to go to a wharf, A few days every 
berth in the harbor was occupied and several ships were 
anchored outside the reef, waiting for room to moor in- 
side. Commerce in these islands is rapidly increasing. 
The output of sugar will be greater this year than ever 
before. New sugar plantations are constantly being 
started, and each mill requires many thousand feet of 
lumber and toms of coal and machinery, so that the har- 
bor will be crowded in the future, and it will be difficult 
to decline the use ofour wharf when there is such a de- 
mand for it.” 

The $100,000 a riated to open the reef across the 
entrance to Pearl Harbor-is still unexpended. The Army 
Engineers wish to turn work over to the Navy. Sec- 
retary Long has asked, for a transfer of the appropria- 
tion to his control, but Congress has delayed action, al- 
though Rear Adm), Bradford has declared his readiness 
to have dredges on the spot and begin the cutting within 
sixty days. , 

Arthur Sewall, of Maine, W. J. Bryan’s running mate 
in 1896, who has been in Hawaii for some months, called 
on Rear Adml. Bradford at the Navy Department Feb. 
24 to urge the importance of beginning the improvement 
of Pearl Harbor without further delay. He was em- 
phatic about the importance of this splendid body of 
water, which he believes will be the rendezvous of great 
commercial fleets and the site of the * eity of the 
Hawaiian group. The ships of Mr. Sewall, who is one 
of the leading ship owners of the United States, run 
regularly to Hawaii. This is only one of the increasing 
evidences of the failure of party ties to keep the wide- 
awake American from appreciating our widening duties 
and obligations. 


REVENUE CUTTER SERVICE. 
The Treasury Department will open bids for another 
revenue cutter vessel to be located on the Pacific Coast 
on April 8. The new eutter to be located on the lakes 


for which bids have just been opened will be a single 
screw steel propeller of about 620 tons displacement. Di- 
mensions will be 178 feet long over all, feet molded 
beam and 15 feet depth to the base line. The stem will 
be slightly ram shaped. The hall is divided into com- 
partments by four water tight bulkheads. Quarters for 
the officers are located on the berth deck, aft of the 
engine compartments, and quarters of the petty officers 





and crew forward of the _ boiler compartment. 
The accommodations for the crew, as well 
as for the officers, are comfortable and 


every care has been exercised to make the conditions of 
life on board ship as pleasant as possible. To this end 
shower baths and running water have been provided 
for the crew. Provision will be made for carrying a cer- 
tain amount of sail, principally to be used for steadying 
purposes in a seaway. The propelling machinery of the 
vessel, which is expected to give a speed of 14 knots at 
full power, was designed by Capt. John W. Collins, en- 
gineer-in-chief, who also has charge of the electric light, 
sanitary and steam heating systems and the inspection of 
all material. The vessel will be fitted with steam steer- 
ing gear, steam windlass, fire and flushing pumps.

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PARTITION OF PERSIA, 


“The Engineer” states that the recent announcement 
to the effect that Russia has agreed to take up a loan of 
nearly $12,500,000, to be repaid in seventy-five years and 
issued by Persia under the name of “The Persian 5 per 
cent. Gold Loan of 1900,” is not only a significant indi- 
cation that Russian finance is in a more healthy condi- 
tion than is generally supposed to be the case, but it is a 
peculiarly opportune triumph for that far-seeing states- 
man, M. de Witte. The Russian Minister of Finance 
would seem to reverse the usually accepted dictum of 
Western Burope—“Trade follows the flag.” His strenu- 
ous opponents, the War party, will be won over to his 
side in time, if subsequent events prove that the “Flag 
follows trade.” ‘ 

The partition of China by the Western Powers seems 
destined to be repeated in the case of Persia. Here, 
again, the “iron road” will prove to be the greatest factor 
in assisting Russia’s aims, As in the far st the Trans- 
Siberian Railway has advanced Russian influence to the 
shores of the Pacific Ocean, so in Central Asia the sys- 
tem of railways conceived and mainly carried out by the 
late General Annenkoff has brought Turkestan, Khiva 
and Bokhara well within the grip of Russia, until, from 
the shores of the Caspian Sea to the Pamirs, Russia has 
absorbed the various nomadic races living along the 
northern frontiers of Persia and Afghanistan. 

“The Engineer” sees no immediate eause for alarm in 
the news that Russia is about to grant a loan to Persia 
provided that the British Foreign Office can be prevailed 


upou to realize the situation. The flotation of this lean 
by Russia antounts to a n of the fact that both 
Great Britain and Russia divide Persia be- 
tween for GComumiercial purposes. In the north of 
lersia Russia is marked out as being the natural pre- 
dominant Power, while in Southern Persia and along the 
coast line of the Persian Guif Great Britain has long had 
the bulk of the trade in its own hands. Henceforth these 
two spheres of influence cannot fail to be even more 
strongly marked. Payment of the interest on this loan 
is to be secured to by a lien upon the entire cus- 
toms revenue of Persia, with the exception of the cus- 
toms levied at the ports on the Persian Gulf and in the 
province ot Fars. But the customs revende thus ex- 
cepted happens to represent the security for the unpaid 
British loan, and it is said that the Russian loan is to be 
used in redeeming the debt now owing to Great Britain. 








The exhaustive experiments made with the Colt gun 
at Runnymede have astonished the officers of the Im- 
perial Yeomanry, many of whom were apparently un- 
aware of its death-dealing qualities, while the “Pall 
Mall Gazette” pays a well-merited tribute to its mobility 
and destructiveness.
